FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF U.S. STATEMENT DELIVERED AT MARCH 16 
OPENING SESSION OF GATT TEXTILES COMMITTEE: 

"THANKYOU, MR. CHAIRMAN. 

"WHEN THE TEXTILES COMMITTEE MET HERE IN GENEVA SOME THREE 
MONTHS AGO, I STATED THAT THE UNITED STATES BELIEVED THAT THE 
MFA HAS MADE AN IMPORTANT CONTRIBUTION TO INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
IN TEXTILES AND TEXTILE PRODUCTS. I NOTED OUR BELIEF THAT THE 
MFA SHOULD BE RENEWED AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE AND THAT THE 
UNITED STATES WAS PREPARED TO ACCEPT RENEWAL WITHOUT CHANGE. 
MOST OTHER PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES EXPRESSED SIMILAR 
VIEWS, BUT SOME COUNTRIES INDICATED THAT THEY FELT CHANGES 
WERE NEEDED. THESE COUNTRIES INDICATED IN DECEMBER THAT THEY 
NEED MORE TIME, HOWEVER, TO PUT THEIR PROPOSALS FOR CHANGE 
IN SPECIFIC FORM. 

"WE HAVE NOTED THAT SO FAR TODAY, SEVERAL COUNTRIES 
HAVE BEEN ABLE TO PRESENT THEIR VIEWS AND SUGGESTIONS IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOME GREATER DETAIL. THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY HAS STATED 
IT IS NOT YET ABLE TO PUT FORTH SPECIFIC NEGOTIATING 
PROPOSALS ALTHOUGH THEY HAVE CLARIFIED THEIR VIEWS SOME- 
WHAT ON A NUMBER OF SIGNIFICANT POINTS. AND OUR COL- 
LEAGUES FROM OTHER COUNTRIES SUCH AS CANADA, AUSTRIA 
AND THE NORDIC COUNTRIES HAVE GONE STILL FURTHER IN THE 
DIRECTION OF MORE SPECIFIC PROPOSALS, BUT IMPORTANT
